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Two Walteria

Two leading Walteria citizens 
Hubert (Hugh) B. Dunn, 41 
grocer, and Roy K. Palmer, 66 
custodian of Torrance munlclpa 
buildings, died at their home; 
during the weekend, both unex 
pectcdly from ' apparent heart 
ailments. Dunn succumbed 
shortly before midnight Satur 
day and Palmer Sunday morn 
ing. 

Dunn, a native of Texas, had 
been in California for 20 years 
after having sailed on merchant 
ships to Central America. Hq 
was for nearly 15 years identi 
fled with oil drilling operations 
at Taft and McKIttrick. He la 
tcr operated a marine food sup 
ply store on Terminal Island, 
coming to Walteria three years 
ago after the Island was taken 
over by the Navy. 

Vice president of the Walteria 
civic organization, member of the 
Torrance Civil Service Commis­ 
sion and owner-manager of . the 
Torrance Girls Softball team, 
Dunn led a busy life. He re­ 
cently left his store for a brief 
>erlod to work in the local oil 
ield, explaining he felt the need

No longer will merchants 
under the jurisdiction of the 
War Price and Ration Board 
82.5.62, located at 2300 Carson 
st., escape with "warnings," 
upon complaint that they have 
committed ration point or 
celling price violations. 
This was the word handec 

down by the price panel of the 
local ration board this week 
The area served includes all of 
Torrance and Lomlta, and fines 
are to be assessed In event oj 
violations of either of the reg 
ulations, It was announced. 

The local board has been "too 
easy" with merchants, it was 
said in the announcement, bul 
that Is a thing of the past. 

Fred C. MacPherson, field rep­ 
resentative of the Office of 
Price Administration district of­ 
fice In Los Angeles, will sit on 
cases of violation of ration reg­ 
ulations or price ceilings each 
Friday at 1 p.m. at the local 
board's office. 

For charging more ration 
points than that set by the 
OPA, or for charging above 
celling prices, the minimum fine 
will be $28, it was said, if the 
merchant accused is brought In 
on a notice from the local 
board. The fine will be a mini­ 
mum of $80 or . three times the 
over charge, if   the case Is 
turned over to the board for fil­ 
ing by a consumer. 

Complaints originate from sur­ 
veys by the price panel and as­ 
sistants, by agents sent out by 
OPA from the consumers them­ 
selves.

Major Braden's meeting with 
Torrance leaders was called a 
his request to discuss some of 
the broader phases of recrea­ 
tion. In the course of the meet­ 
ing he declared that the recrea­ 
tion needs of a city of Tor- 
ranee's size is one acre per 100 
population. 

Including the schools' . recrea­ 
tion facilities, which he said are 
far from adequate, Torranci; has 
less than one acre per 200 popu­ 
lation set aside for recreation 
purposes. 

He declared that the Torrance 
high school gymnasium, which 
is shared both by girls anc 
boys alike because of the fail­ 
ure of Los Angeles schools to 
provide proper facilities for Tor­ 
rance, is entirely Inadequate, 
and that Torrance does not 
have one-tenth the highly de­ 
veloped recreational p'rogram 
that is needed. He -said the high 
school should be provided with 
a swimming pool for various In­ 
structional purposes. 

While the schools provide only 
two tennis courts, partly avail­ 
able for use of the community 
as a whole, there should be a

Colorado River 
Water Pressed 
Into Use Here

The value of the Colorado 
river water to Torrance, 
brought -here by the Metropol­ 
itan Water District, was proved 
recently when a eucalyptus 
tree damaged a 10-Inch Tor­ 
rance Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict No. 1 line on Torrance 
blvd., and caused water to be 
discharged from the local 
reservoir at a rate of 5,500 
gallons per minute. 

Residents of Torrance did 
not know there was any trou­ 
ble, William Stanger, water 
department manager, said, be­ 
cause the automatic valves at 
Crenshaw boulevard and 203rd 
Street, nine feet under the 
ground, Immediately cut hi 
the Colorado river water 
through a 16 inch tine, and 
kept up both pressure and 
supply. 

"If It had Hot been for the 
metropolitan water, we would 
have had some worried people 
in Torrance," Stanger said.

'Warehouses' In

Torrance merchant who is forced, 
o vacate his present location. 
In his complaint to the Coun­ 

cil, Evans charged that the 
stores are in violation of zoning 
aws, In that they either are 
warehouses, which are not per­ 
mitted in the business district, 
or second hand stores which 
should be forced to open their 
doors under the control or op­ 
eration of a clerk or manager. 

He said that at least four 16- 
al merchants will be forced to 
lose their doors because of this 

condition. 
The City Council pondered the 

matter for some time, and then 
ailed on Chief of Police John 

Stroh and Fire Chief John Me- 
Master to investigate the con­ 
ditions. Stroh replied with a 
question as to how his office -is 
nvolved, and the same remark 
was made with respect to the 
ire department.

Torranco has cut the contract 
with Crown Body and Coach Co., 
to four new buses, three having 
been received and paid for, and 
the other two not being neces­ 
sary, according to C. Z. Ward, 
manager of the bus department. 

The contract was 'cut back 
from six to four by City At­ 
torney J, E. McCall, acting on 
the instructions of the City 
Council. 

A suggestion of the Crown 
works that Mall-Scott mechani­ 
cal driver engine governors to 
prevent drivers from abusing 
the motors of the buses can be 
installed by Hall-Scott at a cost 
of $63.88 each Was referred to 
Manager Ward, "It is of no 
material interest to us," said M. 
M. Rockwell, of 'Crown, In his 
letter, Indicating that it should 
b« of interest to the city to get 
maximum use of the motors. 

The bus department was au­ 
thorized by the council to 'haul 
a maximum of 20' students a 
day 'to Narbonne high school 
for $1.80 a day, when an agree­ 
ment was executed with the 
Los.
